4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final ;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

CONTI N ENTAL  PEWT E R 

THIS  unusually  selective  collection  of  continental  pewter  was  formed 
by  Arminus  T.  Haeberle,  author  of  Old  Pewter  (Badger:  Boston, 
1 93  1  )  and  former  United  States  Consul  General  at  Dresden.  It  is  of  great 
interest  to  offer  for  sale  a  complete  collection  of  German,  Dutch,  and  French 
pewter  of  such  taste  and  discrimination,  as  there  are  few  objects  of  the  kind 
in  this  country;  most  of  them  are  mentioned  or  illustrated  in  books,  or 
described  in  Frwin  Hint/.e,  Suddeutsche  Zinngiesser.  One  piece  of  great 
importance  is  the  French  salver  [Number  2sK]  ;  this  fine  example,  richly 
engraved  and  finely  embossed,  is  worthy  of  a  place  in  any  museum.  Ot  no 
less  importance  are  the  two  plates  [Number  2=^7],  one  depicting  the  Resur- 
rection, bordered  with  the  Emperor  and  six  electors,  and  the  other  portra] 
ing  Noah's  Sacrifice.  Very  fine  mugs,  screw  bottles,  salts,  and  candlesticks, 
in  different  shapes  and  of  different  periods,  arc  also  included,  while  there 
is  an  excellent  representation  ot  ecclesiastical  objects — chalices,  crucifixes, 
pyxes,  holy  water  fonts,  and  others.  Also  of  unusual  interest  are  the  spindled 
clocks,  the  set  of  chessmen,  and  the  group  of  tin  soldiers.  1  he  entire  collec 
tion  w  as  exhibited  at  the  City  Art  Museum,  St.  Louis,  1938.
